More  than  4 1 0,000  welfare  recipi- 
ents have  moved  from  welfare  to 
work  since  May  1 997  after  bemg 
hired  by  the  Business  Partners  of  the 
Welfare  to  Work  Partnership 
(WWP),  accordmg  to  the  results  of 
the  latest  Wirthlm  Worldwide  Wel- 
fare to  Work  Survey 

The  Wulhiin  Survey  also  showed 
the  mentonng  programs  and  partner- 
ships with  commumty  based  orga- 
nizations are  the  two  greatest  dnv- 
ers  of  promotion  among  welfare  re- 
cipients.

"Business,  com- 
munity-based organizations  and  lo- 
cal and  state  government  all  work- 
ing together  to  move  people  from 
lives  of  dependance  to  lives  of  mde- 
pendence 

The  conference  reinforced  the  re- 
sults of  the  Wirthlm  Survey  that 
showed  48  percent  of  companies  are 
turnmg  to  non-profit,  community- 
based  organizations  to  fmd  candi- 
dates to  hire  That  number  is  up  from 
25  percent  in  1998, 

This  id  the  third  Welfare  lo  Work 
Survey  by  Wirthlm  Worldwide,  de- 
signed to  statistically  measure  the  ef- 
fects of  welfare  reform  in  the  busi- 
ness community.  In  February  1998. 
Wirthlm  s  first  Welfare  to  Work  Sur- 
vey revealed  that  the  Partnership  s 
3,200  business  partners  hired 
1  35,000  former  welfare  recipients  in 
1997. 

"This  survey  shows  conclusively 
that  our  Busmess  Partners  are  doing 
more  than  just  signing  their  names 
to  a  form—they  are  luring,  retaming, 
traimng  and  promotmg  welfare  re- 
cipients." said  Segal  -But  there  is 
still  much  work  to  be  done  Two 
years  ago.  welfare  to  work  was  just 
a  slogan.  Today  the  results  of  the 
survey  show  that  welfare  to  work  is 
on  it  s  way  to  becoming  a  reality 
throughout  Amenca  " 

In  fact,  the  survey  showed  that 
former  welfare  recipients  across  the 
country  are  landmg  good  jobs  with 
full  health  care  benefits  and 
mentormg,  but  child  care  and  trans- 
portation obstacles  are  still  at  the 
forefront.  According  to  the  survey:

The  Partnership  was  launched  in 
May  1 997  with  just  five  companies: 
Burger  King,  Monsanto,  Sprint.

It  had  5,000  Business 
Partners  and  today,  the  Partnership 
has  more  than  10,000  Busmess  Part- 
ners, all  dedicated  to  hiring  and  re- 
taining former  welfare  recipients 

The  survey  was  conducted  by 
Wirthlm  Worldwide,  an  international 
public  opimon  research  and  consult- 
mg  firm  Wirthlin  surveyed  a  random 
sample  of  500  busmesses—broken 
down  by  business  size  to  represent 
the  Partnership's  significant  small 
business  membership 

Other  interesting  facts  revealed  in 
the  survey  include:

lem— without  a  solution-

A  provision  in  the  recently  enacted 
IRS  Reslructunng  and  Reform  Act 
gives  the  taxpayer  advocate  greater 
authonly  to  intercede  on  behalt^  of 
taxpayers  who  are  experiencing  a 
hardship  The  taxpayer  advocate 
must  now  consider  such  factors  as  the 
threat  ol  adverse  action  from  the  IRS, 
whetlier  there  is  a  delay  of  more  than 
30  days  in  resolving  taxpayer  account 
problems,  signiticant  costs  incurred 
by  a  taxpayer  while  waiting  for  relief 
from  an  IRS  action,  and  irreparable 
injury  to.  or  long-term  adverse  im- 
pact on,  a  taxpayer  if  relief  is  not 
granted,  when  makmg  a  delermma- 
lion  of  hardship. 

According  lo  Ms  Goldstem,  the 
Problem  Resolution  Program  is  for 
those  people  whose  problem  remains 
unresolved  after  attempts  to  resolve 
the  matter  through  traditional  IRS 
contacts  have  been  unsuccessful. 
Generally,  most  taxpayer  problems 
can  be  resolved  on  the  tirst  contact 
by  either  calling  or  wnling,  or  visit- 
ing an  IRS  office.  A  good  rule  of 
thumb  before  contacting  the  taxpayer 
advocate  with  a  problem  is  if  the  tax- 
payer; 

♦Has  contacted  the  IRS  on  the  same 
issue  at  least  30  days  after  an  initial 
mquiry  or  complaint,  or  60  days  af- 
ter the  filing  of  an  original  or 
amended  return  or  claun,  or 

*Has  received  no  response  from 
the  IRS  by  the  date  promised,  includ- 
mg  commitment  dates  on  IRS  forms, 
or; 

♦Believes  that  established  systems 
have  failed  to  resolve  the  problem 

Taxpayers  need  to  be  aware  of  the 
fad  thai  the  advocates  do  not  have 
the  authont}'  to  overturn  the  tax  law 
or  regulations.  Howe\'er,  the  taxpayer 
advocate  does  remain  a  sfrong  ally 
of  the  public  to  help  resolve  those 


seemingly  unsolvable  problems  with 
the  IRS  "The  most  satisfying  part 
about  being  an  advocate  is  seemg  a 
customer  satisfied  with  the  work  we 
do  for  them,  regardless  of  whether  the 
ultimate  results  of  the  case  are  m  their 
favor  or  not,"  Ms,  Goldstein  says.

Tax  Changes 
For  1998  Can 
Benefit  Taxpayers 

When  filling  out  lax  forms  this  year, 
take  note  of  some  of  the  changes  that 
could  make  the  difference  between 
getting  a  reliind  and  paying  more 

taxes. 

Depending  on  their  income,  people 
may  be  able  to  claim  up  to  a  $400 
credit  for  each  qualilymg  child  un- 
der age  17.  New  this  year,  the  child 
lax  credit  could  reduce  the  lax  lo  zero, 
or  even  become  a  refrmdable  credit 
for  taxpayers  with  three  or  more 
qualifying  children. 

People  can  benefit  from  a  number 
of  educational  mcentives.  The  Hope 
credit  lets  people  below  certain  in- 
come levels  claim  a  credit  for  the  first 
two  years  of  post-secondary  educa- 
tion. It's  limited  to  $1,500  per  year 
for  qualified  tuition  and  expenses. 
The  lifetime  learning  credit  applies 
to  qualified  tuition  and  expenses  for 
undergraduate,  graduate  and  profes- 
sional degree  courses  paid  after  June 
30.  1998,  for  courses  starting  after 
that  date.  The  credit  is  20  percent  of 
expenses,  up  to  $1,000  per  return. 
Certain  limits  apply  to  both  credits. 

In  addition  lo  these  credits,  people 
can  set  up  Education  IRAs  featuring 
nondeductible  contributions  of  up  to 
$500  a  year  for  a  named  beneficiary 
under  age  18  And  people  can  tap  into 
their  other  IRAs  to  pay  for  qualified 
higher  education  expenses.  Also,  a 
Iinuted  amount  of  interest  paid  on 
higher  education  loans  is  deductible 


Some  restrictions  apply  to  each  ben- 
efit. 

Another  new  IRA  is  the  Roth  IRA 
It  features  nondeductible  contribu- 
tions, with  tax-free  dislnbutions  if 
they  begin  after  tlie  fifth  year  the  tax- 
payer has  a  Roth  IRA,  the  taxpayer 
IS  at  least  age  59'/i  or  disabled,  or  the 
distribution  is  a  qualified  firsl-lime 
home  buyer  distribution 

New  capital  gains  tax  rules  may  re- 
duce the  tax  owed  on  mvestments. 
The  benefits  of  lower  rales  now  ap- 
ply to  sales  of  property  held  more 
than  one  year  instead  of  1 8  months. 
Schedule  D  will  take  taxpayers  step 
by  step  through  the  rates  and  rules. 

The  earned  income  tax  credit 
(EITC)  could  be  worth  a  few  dollars, 
or  up  to  $3,756  for  people  with  more 
than  one  qualifying  child,  up  lo 
$2,271  for  one  qualifying  child.  For 
those  with  no  children,  the  EITC 
could  be  worth  up  to  $341,  The 
amount  people  can  earn  and  still  be 
eligible  for  the  credit  in  1998  is 
$30,095  for  those  with  more  than  one 
child,  $26,473  with  one  qualifying 
child,  and  $  1 0,030  with  no  children 
People  who  aren  t  eligible  for  the 
EITC,  but  who  clami  it  anyway,  could 
be  prohibited  from  lakmg  it  for  up  lo 
1 0  years. 

Rules  for  getting  mslalhnent  agree- 
ments, oSers  in  compromise  and  m- 
nocent  spouse  relief  are  now  less 
strmgent-  And  people  who  haven't 
been  able  to  resolve  their  problems 
through  normal  IRS  channels  have  a 
new  toll-free  line  to  a  taxpayer  advo- 
cate; 1-877-777-4778. 

Social  Securitynumberswillnotbe 
prmted  anywhere  on  the  tax  instruc- 
tion booklets  or  labels,  so  people 
need  to  make  sure  they  put  their  cor- 
rect SSNs  on  their  tax  returns  and 
other  forms.  And  those  who  owe 
taxes  can  write  their  checks  to  the 
United  States  Treasury,  but  don't 
staple  the  check  to  the  return.

Salespeople  have  also  been  falsely 
been  promoting  Royal  Prestige  cook- 
ware  as  a  'health  system"  and  have 
been  telling  consumers  that  whatever 
cookware  they  are  currently  using 
will  cause  disease,  including  cancer 
and  loss  of  memory,  To  sell  their 
water  filtration  devices.  Royal  Pres- 
tige salespeople  allegedly  have  told 
consumers  that  their  water  supply  is 
contaminated  with  lead  or  other  en- 
vironmental hazards,  and  to  support 
baseless  claims  have  used  a  phony 
chemical  test 

The  complaint  also  charges  the 
company  with  unfair  busmess  prac- 
tices m  the  financing  of  the  products 
sold.  It  states  that,  once  the  sale  is 
made,  consumers  are  induced  into 
signing  two  confusing  documents, 
including  a  credit  agreement  de- 
signed to  hide  the  fact  that  a  high  m- 
terest  rate  of  21  percent  will  be 
charged.

When  45  Democratic  Party  sena- 
tors voted  on  Feb  12,  1999  to  acquit 
William  Jefferson  Clmton  of  the  two 
articles  of  impeachment,  no  one  was 
surpnsed,  Many,  however,  were  dis- 
appointed.
